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HE MORNING IS always the 

toughest time. The wrestler 
remains still in his bed upon 
awakening, knowing full well 
what lies ahead. For as long as 
he can remain immobilized, he 
can avoid the inevitable. 

The initial movement brings 
the harsh reality. The bumpsand 
bruises that created the 
numbing sensation the night 
before are now aches and pains. 
Horrible pains. The kind of pains 
the average man would call 
debilitating, but the kind of pains 
that are every bit as much a part 
of the wrestler’s life as his desire 
to be a champion. For in 
actuality, one cannot be 
mutually exclusive of the other. 
lf a wrestler wants to be a 
champion, he has to learn to not 
only live with pain, he must 
learn to wrestle in pain. 

Every day is a new day for a 
wrestler. Last night’s match is 
distant history, as far as the 
record book is concerned. Anew 
day is upon him, and he must 
prepare for a new opponent. 
There might be hundreds of 
miles between his matches, but 
he always carries a memory of 
his last opponent. Or his last 
few opponents. 

The physical grind is 
unbearable for most. That’s why 
the majority of rookie wrestlers 
never make it to a second year. 
Those who do make it, 
regardless of ‘their won-loss 
ratio, are truly remarkable men. 
They are men who can perform 
in pain. They are the men who 
can lift a 250-pound opponent in 
the air when the average man 
wouldn't be able to lift his own 
arms. They are unlike any other 
professional athlete. If a 
baseball player suffers an injury, 
there are several men on the

The main event in the Greensboro 
Coliseum was a two-out-of-three 
falls match for the NWA title. 
Wahoo took the first fall with an 
inside back cradle. Flair came back 
to win the second fall with a roll-up 
pin, grabbing Wahoo’s tights in 
doing so. The third fall ended in 
chaos as Flair attacked Wahoo with 
the bell hammer, trying to put 
Wahoo’s eyes out. Several 
wrestlers came to Wahoo’s aid, and 
Flair fled to his dressing room with 
his title intact. 

OTHER BOUTS: Jimmy Valiant 
defeated Ivan Koloff in a New York 
City Street Fight . 


Mulligan took the offensive early by 
using his clawhold on Pedro's head. 
After breaking the hold, Morales 
brought the match outside thé ring, 
smashing Mulligan’s head against 
the gate surrounding the ring.

It 
was Graham who Backlund 
defeated over four years ago in a 
highly controversial match to gain 
the WWF belt, and there are 
people who still maintain that 
Backlund never should have been 
handed the title. He intends to 
guide Graham back to the WWF 
title and clear up the four-year-old 
controversy once and for all. He is 
The Grand Wizard.

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he wanted something unique, 
something different, some- 
thing that would both 
humiliate Backlund in the 
ring and would relieve him of 
the belt. 

That something, I assume, 
turned out to be karate and 
martial arts. 

Precisely. I did a great deal of 
research, and discovered a 
man who I am not at liberty 
to name right now, but I will 
say that he is one of the top 
eight or nine martial arts 
masters in the world today. 
We set up an agreement and 
Graham began training with 
him. One year was wasted 
initially, then the second year 
stretched into a third and a 
fourth, until Graham finally 
felt that he was absolutely 
ready for a return. 

But again, why so long? 
Perfection, pure and simple. 
Like I said, Graham is out to 


clear his name and to regain 
the title. You see, Dan, the 
martial arts stylethat Graham 
adopted is more than just a 
case of physical conditioning. 
There is a great deal of mental 
training that is part of the 
program as well. Frankly, 


* even I’m afraid of the new 


Superstar Graham. After a 
world tour, he returned to the 
WWF, and frankly, I was 
pleasantly surprised. He’s 
stronger than ever, he’s 
quicker than ever, and he’s got 
a mental outlook that makes 
him the most ferocious and 
purely dangerous man I’ve 
ever sent into the ring. It’s 
frightening. to think of the 
damage that this man is 
capable of, and his matches 
thus far in the WWF have 
only hinted at this capability.

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Andre vs. Mulligan:

Andre the Giant puts the infamous black

Andre the Giant and Blackjack Mulligan remained at each 
other’s throats for months. It didn’t matter that there was no 
championship belt at stake: Their feud became a matter of the 
most intense personal honor and prestige 


Mulligan has the Giant weakened and 
vulnerable to the dreaded brain claw 
(above). With all his awesome strength, 
Mulligan still cannot render Andre 
unconscious (right). In fact, Andre 
seemed to draw additional power from 
the pain. The Giant would channel all his 
strength into his right hand and free 
himself from Mulligan’s grasp. 


SMILE LARGE enough for 
three faces exposed teeth 
that seemed to be the size of 
piano keys. Andre the Giant was 
in a very good mood indeed; and 
the object in his hand was the 
primary source of his pleasure. 
“This is it, boss, the very glove 
that Blackjack Mulligan used to 
try and put the claw on my face,” 
said Andre in his booming voice. 
“For me this is a symbol of 
victory over a man who felt he 
could hand me my first defeat 
ever in the ring, who perhaps 
came closer than anyone else in 
recent memory, but who had to 
lose. Nobody can beat me, | 
proved that to Mulligan, and | 
remain undefeated.” 

The glove sat limp and lifeless 
in Andre’s hand, devoid of any 
power as it lacked the mighty 
Mulligan hand that so often 
filled it. One of the most feared 
weapons in all of wrestling had 
been rendered inert, and there

seemed to be a sense of not only 
victory, but of sadness as well, in 
Andre's voice as he spoke of his 
giant rival. 

“Blackjack Mulligan feels he 
has to do what he does,” said 
Andre, “‘he feels he has to try 
and play king of the hill, that he 
has to beat me in the ring. He 
should know before he even 
starts that Andre the Giant 
cannot be defeated, he should 
know that it is foolish to even try. 

“But Mulligan does what he 
feels he has to,’ Andre 
continued, ‘‘and | had to do what 
| needed to do to teach him 
a lesson.” 

Andre did in fact have the 
opportunity to force Mulligan’s 
own words down his throat. 


“There is only room for one giant 
in wrestling,” Mulligan said 
repeatedly as he goaded and 
taunted Andre prior to their 
matches. ‘There is room for only 
one, and that one is me, 
Blackjack Mulligan. | will be the 
one, the first one, the only one 
ever, to teach Andre the Giant 
the meaning of the word ‘defeat.’ 

Mulligan was on the rampage, 
and he had the considerable 
experience, knowledge, and ring 
expertise of manager Fred 
Blassie at his disposal. 
Wrestling writers were publicly 
saying that Mulligan didn’t have 
a chance, but privately there 
were many doubts being 
expressed. 

‘I’m very worried about 
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Andre flings Mulligan into the ropes and greets his 6'7” rival witha boot to the face on 
the rebound. There are very few men in wrestling who. can do that to Mulligan. 


Andre,” said one newspaper 
columnist. “| admire him for his 
past record, | think he’s the best 
in the sport today, and | don't 
want to take anything away from 
him, but | think Mulligan is going 
to give him a lot of trouble. | 
would hate to see Andre lose, but 
I’m not going to predict a winner 
on this one. It’s too close to call.”’ 

Private doubts became very 
teal fears in one case at 
Madison Square Garden where 
Mulligan attempted to place the 
claw on Andre, very nearly 
succeeded, and bloodied 
Andre's face in the bargain. It 
appeared as if Mulligan had 
achieved his goal, but Andre’s 
temper outweighed his 
restraint, and Mulligan was 
soon to be seen fleeing to the 
dressing room as Andre hurled 
chairs into the ring and howled 
for Mulligan’s return. 
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Andre followed Mulligan up 
and down the East Coast, from 
Washington to Vermont and all 
points in between. Andre was 
relentless in his pursuit, but 
Blackjack continued to hold him 
at bay. The feud was one which 
rocked every state in which the 
two men appeared, but it would 
be Madison Square Garden 
once again where Andre would 
finally achieve a measure of 
victory over his 6'7", 320- 
pound rival. 

Blassie could have prepared 
Mulligan for any one of a 
number of possible con- 
tingencies, but he could never 
have anticipated the fury that 
gripped Andre that night like a 
delerious fever. 

“| just stepped into that ring 
and saw red,” Andre said days 
after that historic confrontation. 
“l saw that smug face of 


Mulligan and that smiling 
Blassie, and | just went wild.” 
Just as a wolf protects her 
cubs when she feels their lives 
are being threatened, so too did 
Andre vehemently defend his 


unprecedented record as an 
undefeated wrestler. 

Andre charged at Mulligan 
with an intensity that made all 
their previous encounters pale 
by comparison. But there was 
one moment in that match when 
Andre, along with over 20,000 
fans in the Garden, knew he had 
scored a considerable victory. 

It was the moment when 
Andre took away Mulligan’s 
feared glove. 

“Nothing much mattered to 
me after that moment,’ Andre 
recalled. “It was better than 
pinning him. | had taken away 
his glove, and in turn had 
stripped him of his power. No, 
Mulligan’s shoulders were not 
pinned to the mat, but he

INTERNATIONAL 
PLOT TO OVERTHROW 
THE KING OF WRESTLING 


Since he has become the target of an 
international conspiracy by rule- 
breakers, Jerry Lawler has been in 
one brutal match after another. One 
night after he was carved open by 
Iron Sheik (opposite page), Lawler 
met Kendo Nagasaki in an 
exhausting match (below). 


Every vear wrestling’s most insidious managers and 
wrestlers hold a secret meeting in Austria to designate one fan 
favorite for destruction. INSIDE WRESTLING has learned 
exclusively that this year’s intended victim is the King of 
Wrestling, Jerry Lawler 


HERE IS A conference room 
in the basement of a 400- 
year-old hotel in Innsbruck, 
Austria. Surrounded by 
mountainous roads that are 


often snow-covered and 
impassable, it is almost 


completely cut off from the 
outside world. Every year, an 
elite group from wrestling’s 


underworld meet here to 
discuss plans and strategy. We 
know the name of the hotel. We 
even know which men gather 
here. But what they discussed 
once the vaultlike door is closed 
has always been a secret. 

Until now. 

Inside Wrestling has learned 
what was discussed at this 
year’s meeting. Due to the 
incredible consequences that 
might result, we cannot detail 
how we received our infor- 
mation. But what we know is not 
hearsay. In fact, we have a 
complete transcript from one of 
the meetings, the one that was 
classified “Top Secret.” 

This year’s gathering lasted 
three days. The Grand Wizard 
was elected chairman. In 
attendance were 12 of 
wrestling’s most notorious 
managers and_ rulebreakers. 
Among the speakers were 
Jimmy Hart, Captain Lou 
Albano, James J. Dillon, Roddy 
Piper, and Sonny King. They 
discussed a wide range of topics, 
including continued physical 
assault on Bob Backlund’s WWF 
title (Albano asked King for films 
of The Great Kamala) and the 
possibilities of legal action to 
strip The Freebirds of their 
Georgia National title (Wizard 
promised to lend King his 
personal lawyer). 

But as important—and as 
ugly—as these discussions 
were, they were just warmups 
for the truly underhanded 
business to follow, The 
following is from the transcript 


of the meeting:

DILLON: | think we have to 
decide, this is something we do 
“every year, which man we 
should concentrate on. | know 
Wiz and Lou would like to get rid 
of Backlund, but Jimmy and 
myself have other ideas. 
HART: Forget about Backlund, 
gentlemen. He’s almost finished 
anyway. We should be looking to 
stop someone who is on his way 
to the title, someone who can 
cut across all territories. 
Someone who has become too 
powerful for our own good. 
DILLON: Jimmy’s right. Two 
years ago we decided to get 
Fatboy Rhodes. Last year it was 
Old Man Gagne. This year it’s 
got to be that (bleep) Lawler. 
That (bleep’s) everywhere! 
Florida, Tennessee. In New York 
for that TV show. I'm afraid to 
turn on my (bleepin’) television. 
He’s the guy we've got to 
concentrate on this year. 
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After about an hour of heated 
debate, Hart and Dillon’s motion 
was passed.

MORE IMPORTANT THAN

HE FLIGHT FROM Atlanta 
to San Francisco never 
seemed so long for Tommy Rich. 
Rich usually spends his in-flight 
hours catching up on lost sleep, but 


not on this particular trip. For five 
hours, Tommy Rich wrestled with 
a conflict within his own mind. The 
young man had to make one of the 
most important decisions of 


his career. 

By the time the jet landed, he had 
made up his mind. He was going to 
do something that most people 
would consider foolish. In fact, 


Is there anything more important to a wrestler than 
winning one of the three major federation titles? There 
is to Tommy Rich. He owed a debt to Bobby Heenan, 


and he passed up a title shot to pay it 
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“Wildfire” raged in this match from the 
opening bell to the finish. Rich clamps 
his ‘powerful arms around the head of 
Heenan (above) and then, without 
breaking the hold, yanks the hated 
manager to his feet (left). 


Rich himself was not totally 
convinced that it wasn’t foolish. 

Tommy Rich had chosen to 
decline a chance to wrestle for the 
championship of the American 
Wrestling Alliance. 

Wrestlers don’t often turn down 
such opportunities. Wrestlers 
don’t often havea choice of turning 
down such’ opportunities. A 
chance to wrestle for the heavy- 
weight championship of one of the 
three top wrestling alliances is rare. 
Pass up that chance and you might 
never receive another; Tommy 
Rich understood that. But 
sometimes, some things are more 
important in life than personal 
glory. Personal revenge, for 
instance. 

Five months ago, Tommy Rich 
traveled to Houston, Texas, for a 
title shot with then-AWA 
champion Nick Bockwinkel. Rich 
was never better prepared for a 
match than he was for his match 
with Bockwinkel. Not only was 
Rich at his physical peak, but he 
had the mental advantage of 
knowing that his bid for a title 
would be unobstructed. Bobby 
Heenan, Bockwinkel’s manager, 
had not made the trip down South. 


Apparently, Heenan did not rate 
Rich a formidable challenge to his 
wrestler’s title. The fact that Rich 
has been a dominant force in the 
highly competitive Georgia area 
and the fact that he is a former 
holder of the NWA championship 
did not impress Heenan or 
Bockwinkel. At least that’s what 
the clever duo led Rich to believe. 

Tommy never wrestled better 
than he did against Bockwinkel. 
Every offensive worked to 
perfection. And any move 
Bockwinkel was able to execute 
was nimbly countered. Bock- 
winkel appeared within seconds of 
being pinned when Gino 
Hernandez, who was seated at 
ringside for the match, rushed into 
the ring and assaulted Rich. 
Bockwinkel was disqualified, but 
he retained his belt, and that’s all 
he ever really cared about when he 
was champion anyway. 

Rich’s immediate reaction to the 
horrible incident was to get even 
with Bockwinkel and Hernandez. 
Predictably, however, Bockwinkel 
refused to give Rich a rematch. 
Hernandez, who is completing a 
one-year open contract in Texas, 
was not quite as fortunate. 

The man Rich should have 
vented his anger against, however, 
was miles away in Minneapolis. 
Bobby Heenan was the one 
responsible for Hernandez’s sneak 
attack. Inside Wrestling \earned 
this fact after an investigation. We 
we only too happy to pass the 
information along to Rich. 

Meanwhile, the AWA _ had 
conducted its own investigation of 
what happened in Houston and 
ruled that Rich was entitled to the 
match of his choice against any 
man currently wrestling within the 
association. Naturally, most 
people felt such a contract would 
bring Rich and Bockwinkel 
together for a rematch. Rich, 
himself, wondered why the 
contract was worded as it was, 


rather than to just call for 
a rematch. 
But Rich was not asking

questions. “Perhaps 
official with a vendetta of his own 
against Heenan saw this as a way to 
punish that nuisance of a man,” 
Tommy said before departing 
Atlanta for San Francisco, “But all 
I know is that I have some thinking 
to do.” 

Heenan, like most others, never 
considered the possibHity that 
Rich would want to wrestle any 
other man than the champion. He 
took time off from his busy 
schedule to personally supervise 
what he knew would be an 
extremely tough defense for his 
champion. Heenan learned only a 
day before the match that it was he 
who had to step into the ring 
against “Wildfire.”

Heenan 
had denied him the AWA title, 


And, it was not pretty. 


embarrassed and hurt him. 
Tommy. repaid him in the way 
he knew best: by unleashing his 
awesome wrestling skills against 
the man. 

Rich dominated the match from 
beginning to end. Heenan’s only 
offensive thrust saw the manager/ 
wrestler try to choke Tommy by 
pressing his throat against the 
ropes. When Tommy survived the 
maneuver and fought back 
strongly, Heenan realized the 
futility of his situation. Pride was 
no longer important to him.

roster who can replace him until 
he heals. If a boxer is hurt in the 
ring, his next fight could be 
months away. The schedule of a 
wrestler doesn’t wait for injuries 
to heal. Five or six times a weeka 
wrestler climbs into the ring 
with nothing but his boots and 
tights and wages war with a 
man whose only thought is to rip 
his head off. That's the nature of 
wrestling. No complaints from 
the men who participate in the 
sport: They know what physical 
and mental sacrifices they must 
make, and if they don’t want to 
make them, they can let their 
injuries heal for the rest of 
their lives. 


The afternoon brings slight 
relief. The cause of the pain 
persists, but the wrestler has 
had a few hours to let his mind 
work on the wounds. 

Mind over matter. That's the 
only way to conquer the enemy 


from within. Forget about all 


you've read about athletes 
taking painkillers before they 
perform. A painkiller will get a 
football player past his one game 
on Sunday and perhaps buy him 
the time to let the wounds heal 
naturally. But, again, wrestlers 
don't get that week off. A 
painkiller doesn’t eliminate the 
pain; it masks the pain. If a 
wrestler has an injured leg, the 
painkiller won't allow his brain 
to know just how much he is 
suffering in the ring. The result 
could be an injury that is far 
more serious than the injury he 
is trying to relieve. The best 
painkiller in the world is the 
human mind. Drugs are not 
painkillers; they are simply killers.

If the wrestler is still thinking 
about his injuries by the time the 
evening's matches roll around, 
he will be wrestling in a 
handicap match: against 
his opponent and against 
himself. 


lf the man across the ring has 
conquered his own enemy, he 
will be able to focus all his 
energies into combat. If one man 
is ready and one man is not, the 
match will be one-sided. 

The headlock or the armbar 
doesn’t always look so painful to 
the average fan. But the average 
fan looks only at what is in front 
of him. He doesn’t know that the 
wrestler who is suffering in the 
headlock was kneedropped to 
the head the night before. There 
is no sympathy from the fan. The 
fan knows only about the 
publicized injuries (Bob 
Backlund suffering severely 


bruised ribs in his first Madison 


Backlund, cut badly by Snuka in June, 
proved his mettle when he came back 
three days later to make another 
title defense. 

Square Garden encounter with 
Jimmy Snuka, or the leg injury 
Wahoo McDaniel sustained in 
the attack by Magnificent 
Muraco and Roddy Piper), but 
the fan’ doesn't know about the 
bruises that accumulate every 
time the wrestler’s body is 
slammed to the mat.

it’s all over, the only thing 
left will be my record. My 
career will be judged by the 
quality of my opponents. | 
don’t want people looking 
back 50 years from now 
and saying | avoided great 
wrestlers to battle bums 
like Martel. Every time 
Martel’s. name appears next 
to mine in the record 
books, it makes me seem 
like a coward. 

“The fans have tried to 
ruin wrestling by insisting 
their favorites get 
preferential treatment. The 
sport is beginning to stink 
because of them. They 
don’t know what they’re 
talking about, so they 
should shut up.” 


Bockwinkel rises to brilliant heights 
when his AWA belt is at stake. If Tito 
Santana couldn't take Nick's title, why 
should Rick Martel? 

Bockwinkel knows he 
might as well try to battle 
the tide as to expect 
wrestling fans to exercise 
good judgment. Their 
stupidities have forced 
innumerable title shots for 
such mediocrities as 
Tommy Rich and Dusty

tragic, one could dismiss it 
along with the deteriortion 
in quality that is spreading 
through the entire nation.
